Missouri  Schools  Need  Teachers 

Two  hundred  nineteen  teacher  vacancies  were  reported  in 
Missouri  high  schools  on  opening  day  of  school.  One  hundred 
thirteen  of  these  were  in  elementary  school,  and  106  were  in 
secondary  school. 

Teaching  vacancies  were  in  all  the  secondary  fields,  but 
music,  art,  English,  and  science  had  the  largest  number  of  va¬ 
cancies.  Most  of  these  vacancies  will  be  filled  by  persons  not 
meeting  the  usual  standards  of  preparation. 

Teachers'  salaries  In  Missouri  this  year  are  approximately 
$270  above  the  average  for  1956-57. 

Difficulty  in  retaining  teachers  in  Missouri  schools  may  be 
caused  by  the  increasing  enrollments,  shifting  of  population,  and 
district  reorganization.  Older  women  are  teaching  in  the  dass- 
•  rooms  because  many  of  those  completing  preparation  for 
leaching  do  not  accept  teaching  positions.
